Proclamation by the Governor. 

Whereas, tbe following Act, to-wit: 

AN ACT to raise Volunteer Forces, to repel the 

Invasion of the State and for other purposes. 

§ 1 .Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That os the soil oi 
the State of Kentucky has been invaded by armed 
forces, acting under tho authority of the so-called 
Confederate States, theroforo, for the purpose of re- 
pelling said invasion tho Governor of the State of 
Kentucky is hereby directed to issue his proclama- 
tion forthwith, oalling out not less than forty thous- 
and soldiers, residents and citizens of Kentucky, 
between the ages of eighteen and forty-five years, 
to be mustered into tho service of this Common- 
wealth for any term of service not less than twelve 
months nor more than three yours, from the time 
they were mustered into sorvice, unless sooner 
discharged. 

\ 2. That the Governor be, and he is hereby, 
authorized, in order to raise said force, to accept 
of the servioes of any volunteer companies who 
shall, within three months from the date of his 
proclamation, tender their services; and he shall 
commission for that purpose all officers duly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, neoessary and pro- 
per for the command of such volunteers. 

$ 3. That all volunteer officers, non-commis- 
sioned oflioers, musicians, and privates, whoa® ser- 
vice may be tendered and accepted under the pro- 
visions of this act, shall be mustered into servioe, 
at such places of rendezvous in the Congressional 
District in which they volunteer, as the General in 
the field shall appoint by his orders, and when so 
mustered into service shall be then and there 
entitled to receive in advance ono month’s 
pay, to be taken and considered as part of their 
pay. ; 

g 5. That the Governor be also authorized to 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to tho forty thousand men provided for by 
this act, one thousand to be ueed as sharp shoot- 
ers and scout9, and five hundred to be used as 
horsemen and scouts, they furnishing their own 
horses : Provided, That no person shall be accept- 
ed in this arm of the service unless his skilll and 
capacity have been tested by the General in com- 
mand, or such officer as he may detail for that 
purpose: And provided also, That such person* 
shall receive five dollars per month of extra pay. 

£ 6. That each horseman for the servi&j of his 
horse shall receive five dollars per month; and in 
case his horse is killed by the enemyy-iio shall be 
paid the value of tho horse, not exceeding ono 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

§7. That the commander in the field may or- 
ganize individuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their officers, who 
shall, when so elected, be commissioned by the 
Governor on the certificate of the General com- 
manding. 

\ 8. That the Governor is authorized to accept 
the services of squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, when touderod as such, and commission 
the officers elected by the squadrons, battalions, 
and regiments so organized. Thoelcotion of offi- 
cers by any company, battalion, squadron or reg- 
iment, shall bo superintended ana conducted by 
any justice of the peace or judge of the oounty 
court who may be called on for that purpose, and 
such justice or judge shall certify to the military 
board the nnraos of the officers elected, and for 
what office each is elected and thereupon paid 
board, if they approve the proceedings, shall oer 
tify to the Governor the names of the officers 
elected, and what office they hove been respective 
ly elected to fill, who shall isspe oommiasions in 
oonformity to such certificate. 

£ 9. That tho commanding General shall be en- 
titled to appoint and employ such staff officers, 
and with such rank, as the Inspector General is 
empowered to appoint by the 14th section of the 
3d article of the act, entitled “an act for the bet- 
tor organization of tho Kentucky militia,” ap- 
proved March 6, 1860; and he shall have the au- 
thority conferred on said Inspector General by 
the 10th, 11th, and 12th sections of said article of 
said act. 

£ 10. Tbe troops raised under this act shall be 
organized into squadrons, battalions, regiments, 
brigades and divisions, and have the same num- 
ber of officers for each squadron, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade and division, as are allowed in the 
army of the United States, and shall receive the 
same pay and rations as are allowed tbe troops of 
the Ignited States of the same rank and grado. 
When brigades and divisions are formed, out of 
the troops ao raised, they shall bo officered accord- 
ing to existing laws. 

| 11. This act to be of force from its passage. 

Has this day been passed by both honses of the 
General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tuoky, the Governor’s objections thereto to th® 
contrary notwithstanding, and is therefore the law 
of the land. Now, therefore, I, do hereby issue 
this, my proclamation, o*->mmanding all officers 
and citizens of this State to render obedienoe to 
all the requirements of said above rocited not.

IN SENATE. 

Friday, Dec. 20, IStil. 

The Senate was opened with prayer by 
Rev. J. N. Norton, of the Episcopal church. 

The reading of the journal of yesterday 
was dispensed with. 

A MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE 
Was received by Mr. Ltnk. announcing the 
passage of several bills which originated in 
that House, in which they ask the concur- 
rence of the Senate: also, that the House 
had adopted several resolutions, in which 
they ask the concurrence of the Senate. 

REI-ORTS OF COMMITTEES. 

Mr. DENNY — Education — A II. R. bill 
to protect public examinations of schools, 
seminaries and colleges: passed. 

Mr. ALEXANDER — Finance — A bill to 
reduce the exdenditures for public printing 
and binding public books: passed. 

Mr. DeHAVEN — F inance — A H. R. bill 
to authorize the purchase of a lot of ground 
adjoining the State magazine belonging to 
Sanford Goins : placed in the orders of the 
day. 

Sir. READ — .Judiciary — A H. R. bill for 
the benefit of James W. Cade, of Livingston 
county: passed. 

Same — A II. R. bill in relation to vacan- 
cies in ministerial offices: amended and re- 
committed. 

Mr. ROBINSON— Judiciary— A H. R. 
bill to abolish the office of President of the 
Board of Internal Improvement, and to es- 
tablish a new Board, and prescribe their du- 
ties 

Mr. ALEXANDER offered a substitute to 
the bill. [The substitute transfers the duties 
of the President of the Board to the State 
Treasurer, and appoints Mason Brown Su- 
perintendent of the Kentucky river naviga- 
tion, and gives the Treasurer $300 per year, 
and M. Brown $100 per year, for their ser- 
vices] 

Mr. DENNY moved that the bill and sub- 
stitute be printed and placed in the orders of 
the day. 

Mr. GROVER suggested that the bill and 
amendment be made the special order for to- 
morrow at lit o'clock. 

The Senate refused to print and make spe- 
cial order. 

The substitute was then rejected by yeas 
6, nays 15. ’ 

The bill was then passed. 

Mr. ROBINSON — .Judiciary — Asked to be 
discharged from a bill in relation to public 
binding and printing: discharged. 

Mr. READ — Revised Statutes — A bill lor 
the benefit of the sheriffs of Spencer and 
Larne counties : passed. 

Mr. READ — Judiciary — A H. R. bill in 
relation to vacancies in ministerial offices, 
with amendments, amendments adopted, 
and bill passed. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr. GROVER offered a resolution calling 
on the Auditor to report to the Senate the 
sheriffs of what counties have paid up the 
revenue, and what sheriffs are delinquent: 
adopted. 

Mr. BUSH offered a resolution to appoint 
a committee to visit the Lexington Lunatic 
Asylum, and report its condition: rejected. 

Mr. READ offered a joint resolution which 
lies over one day under the rule, which is as 
follows, viz: 

Resolved by lb* General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, That the committees of 
both Houses be, and they hereby, instructed that 
they be governed by the Federal basis of repre- 
sentation in laying off the Congressional districts 
in this State at the present session. 

The Senate refused to suspend the rules to 
consider the resolution. 

Mr. ALEXANDER offered the following 
joint resolution, which was adopted, viz: 
Resolved by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, That Saturday next, at 
12o’olock, if., be fixed for the purpose of elect- 
ing persons to constitute a Board of Internal Im- 
provement for the State of Kentucky. 

LEAVE TO BRINO IS A BILL. 

Mr. DeIIAVEN — A bill to repeal an act 
passed at this session in relation to a ferry 
at Milton : referred to the committee on Re- 
vised Statutes. 

REPORTS RESUMED 

Mr. McHENRY — Judiciary — A H. R. 
bill concerning the Louisville and Covington 
railroad company : passed. 

Same — A II. R. bill to increase the pow- 
ers and extend the jurisdiction of the town 
marshal of Smithland : passed. 

Mr. BRUNER — Codes of Practice— A 
H. R. bill to amend section 486 and 487, title 
10, chapter 7, of the Civil Code of Practice: 
passed. 

RESOLUTION — WAR TAX. 

On motion of Mr. PRALL, the Senate 
took np, out of the orders, the H. R. resolu- 
tions in relation to the assumption of the di- 
rect war tax. 

[For resolutions see H. R. proceedings of 
this day.] 

Mr. GROVER opposed the resolutions. 
Mr. READ moved that the resolutions be 
referred to the committee on Federal Rela- 
tions: carried. 

RECESS RESOLUTION. 

The Senate then took up theH. R. resolu- 
tion to take a receas from Monday, Decem- 
ber 23d, 1861, to the second Wednesday in 
February, 1862. 

Mr. GLENN moved that the 2d Wednes- 
day in February be stricken out and the first 
Monday in .January inserted. 

The vote was taken on striking out. and 
negatived. 

The resolution was then concurred in, 
RESOLUTION. 

Mr. MclIENRY offered a joint resolu- 
tion to fix 12 o'clock on Monday for the ad- 
journmentof the Legislature: lies over one 
day under the rule. 

HOUSE BILL. 

The H. R. bill in relation to the pay of 
Assessors under the Registration laws hav- 
ing been amended by the Senate, the II. R. 
amended the Senate's amendment. 

The question came up upon the concur- 
rence of the Senate in the House amend- 
ment. 

The bill and amendments were referred to 
a committee of Messrs. ROBINSON, GOOD- 
LOE, WALTON, and SPEED. 

ORDERS — H. R. BILLS TAKEN UP. 

An act for the benefit of school district, 
No. 33, in Nelson county : passed. 

An act lor the benefit of Trausylvania 
University: passed. 

An act authorizing the countv judges of 
Pulaski and Rockcastle to appoint sheriffs: 

passed. 

ENROLLMENTS. 

Mr. BUSH reported sundry bills cor- 
rectly enrolled. They were signed by the 
Speaker, and sent to the Governor for his 
approval and signature. 



ORDEP.S RESUMED. 

A Senate bill to amend the revenue laws 
of this Commonwealth. [Creates the office 
of delinquent tax commissioner, &e.] 

Some verbal amendments were made, and 
blanks filled in the bill. 

Mr. DeHAVEN offered an additional sec- 
tion appointing Thos. S. Hayden as the 
delinquent lax commissioner for two years: 
adopted. 

The bill was then passed. 

A Senate bill to confiscate the estate of 
rebelsTwas taken up. 

Mr. SPEED addressed the Senate in favor 
of the bill at some considerable length. 

Mr. READ moved that the consideration 
of the bill be postponed until the third Mon- 
day in February, and referred to the Mili- 
tary’ committee, to report it to the Senate at 
that time: carried.

Was received, announcing the passage of a 
bill for the appropriation of money, in which 
they ask the concurrence of tne Senate. 
ORDERS — RESUMED. 

The following resolutions offered on yes- 
terday by Mr. GROVER, were taken up, 
viz: 

Whereas, a bill is pending in the Congress of 
the United States, providing for tho abolition of 
slavery in tho District of Columbia, without the 
consent of the owners first obtained; therefore, 

1. Resolved by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, That this General Assom - 
bly can never consent, but docs most solemnly 
protest against the passage of such an act without 
the consent of the peoplo of said Distriot as « 
gross violation of the rights of the citizens of the 
District and of tho spirit of the Constitution of 
the United States. 

2. Resolved, That our Senators in Congress be 
instructed and our Representatives requested, to 
resist the passage of said act, by all the usual law- 
ful means. 

3. Resolved, That the Governor of this Com- 
monwealth bo requested to forward a copy of the 
foregoing preamble and resolutions to the Presi- 
dent of the United States, and to each of our Sen- 
ators and Representatives in Congress. 

Mr. McHENRY moved that the resolu- 
tions be referred to the committee on Fed- 
eral Relations: carried by yeas 17, nays 4. 

The resolutions of the H. II. concerning 
Federal Relations were taken up. [For res- 
olutions. as adopted in the House, see H. R. 
proceedings of yesterday.] 

Mr. GOODLOE moved the previous ques- 
tion : negatived by yeas 10, nays. 11. 

Mr. WORTHINGTON offered an addi- 
tional resolution. 

Mr. ROBINSON offered an amendment 
to Mr WORTHINGTON’S amendment, 
which was accepted. 

The amendment, as amended, is as fol- 
lows : 

Reeolvtd, That in his modification of Fre- 
mont’s proclamation, and of Secretary Cameron's 
report, tho President of the United Slates has 
given earnest and gratifying evidence of his pur- 
pose to administer the government under, the 
sanction of the constitution, and for bis faithful- 
ness under the circnmstacces ho is entitled to, and 
should receive, the thanks of every loyal-hearted 
man iu the State and nation. 

Resolved, That we respectfully request the 
President of the United States to dispense with 
the services of Mr. Cameron, a member of his 
Cabinet. 

These additional resolutions were adopted 
by veae, 21 ; nays, 0. 

Mr GLENN called for a division of the 
question, so as to vote upon the first four res- 
olutions of the House separately from the 
others: said four resolutions were then 
adopted by yeas 19, nays 2 — Messrs. GLENN 
and GROVER voting in the negative. 

Tbe vote was then taken upon the remain- 
der of the House resolutions, and the two 
adopted by the Senate as an amendment, 
and they were adopted by yens 21, nays 0. 

TheH. R. resolutions in relation to pay of 
absent members were taken up, and concur- 
red in. 

[For resolutions see H. R. proceedings of 
yesterday.] 

The Senate then took up the motion of 
Mr. Df.HAVEN to reconsider the vote re- 
jecting the resolution for the benefit of II. 
G. Twyman and Pedigo : carried. 

The resolution was referred to the Milita- 
ry committee. 

A II. R. bill for the benefit of the Bank of 
Ashland: referred to the committee on 
Banks. 

A H. R. bill for the appropriation of mon- 
ey was referred to the committeeon Finance, 
with instructions to report to-night at 7 
o’clock. 

The Senate then took a recess until 7 
o'clock to-night. 

NIGHT SESSION. 

The Senate met at 7 o'clock. 

Mr. BUSH moved a call of the Senate: 
ordered. 

The roll was called and absentees noted, 
and the Scrgcant-nt-Arm.s was sent for ab- 
sentees who were in the citv. 

Messrs. GLENN, BRUNER. SPEED, and 
BUSTER appeared and were excused. 

Further proceedings under the call were 
dispensed with. 

SPECIAL ORDER. 

Mr. Df.HAVEN — F inance — reported a II. 
R. bill for the appropriation of money, with 
amendments. 

The amendments were concurred in.

The committee on Circuit Courts, to whom was 
referred a resolution instructing them to “inquire 
and report to this House whether any of the cir- 
cuit judges of this State hare abandoned their of- 
fices, by taking servieo iu the armies of the so- 
called Confederate States,” have had tho same 
under consideration, and report as followeth: 
There has been no evidence before your com- 
mittee thatanyof the circuit judges of this State 
have abandoned tbeir office by taking service in 
the armies of the so-called Confederate States. 

But your committee would further report to this 
House, that there was evidence before them that 
William H. Burns, one of the circuit judges ot 
this Commonwealth, had failed to attend the last 
fall term of his court in several of the counties 
comprising a part of his Judicial district, and no 
evidence that he had held any court in his district 
since last September. 

Your committee would further report, that there 
was evidence before them conducing to prove that 
Judge Burns, at least for the last two or three 
months, bad been engaged in giving aid and en- 
couragement to tbe rebellion now being waged 
against the Government of the United States and 
State of Kentucky. It was satisfactorily proven 
thatin the month of October last. Judge Burns 
was on terms of intimate association with avowed 
rebels in the town of West Liborty — the place of 
his residenc — and that ho left his home with or 
about the time the rebel force left, upon the ap- 
proach of the Federal army under Gen. Nelson, 
and went to Floyd county, where other Confed 
erete foroes were at the timo congregated. 

- It is also proven by common rumor in the sec- 
tion of tbe State where Judge Bures resides, that 
he is, and for several months has been, actively 
engaged in aiding and assisting those engaged in 
an armed rebellion against the government ot 
the United States acd the State of Kentucky. 



The testimony of all tho witnesses deposing be 
fore your committee, was substantially reduced 
to writing and signed by tho witnesses, and the 
same is herewith reported. 

It is the opinion of your oommittoe, that the 
public interest demands, under all the facts and 
oircumstances proven before them, that Judge 
William H. Burns, one of the circuit judges of 
this Commonwealth, should be removed from the 
office of cilcuit judge. 

A11 of which is most respectfully reported.

The Weekly London Times, a journal with j 
a circulation of over 500,000, chiefly among 
the working classes of Great Britain, and 
justly understood to utter the convictions of 
the masses, takes up this proposition and! 
thus disposes of it: 

“Our commercial interest, as well as our 
moral duty, are both on the side of strict | 
neutrality. We might, possibly, at the ex- 
pense of an American war, obtain the exit 
of cotton a few months earlier than it would 
otherwise occur, but a hundred million ster- 
ling would not pay for much fighting, al- 
though it would tar more than represent the 
loss occasioned by the evil against which we 
are invited to take tip arms. We must also 
remember that a large portion of our trade 
depression arises from the fearful disturbance 
which the civil war has occasion'ed in the 
finances of the North. We might, by quar- 
reling with them, make this much worse; 
but ruining customers has never been found 
a good method of enlarging trade. If we 
were to break the American blockade be- 
cause we don't like it, we should commit an 
act of aggression which every civilized conn" 
try in Europe would condemn, and we could 
not afterwards enforce any blockade our- 
selves. It is very inconvenient that war 
should interrupt the occupations of peace, 
but we must submit to such a disaster until 
we can persuade the parties to refer their 
cause to an arbitrator milder than that of 
the sword.” 



Latest from McNFor.Dsvn.LC — The Louis- 
ville Democrat says, one of the company of 
gentleman who went down to present the 
flag to Capt.. Cotter’s Ohio battery, reports 
that after that ceremony was over Capt. C. 
took some sixteen of them, mounted and 
armed, and rode over the battle ground. 
They also advanced to a very considerable 
distance beyond the pickets, and the horse 
one of them was riding ran away for nearly 
a mile down the road, but no sign of the ene- 
my was found. The members of the glori- 
ous 32d say that the Texau Rangers fought 
bravely, but the rebel infantry acted the cow 
ard — broke and ran when they might have 
done the 32d great damage. 

3£5*Frank. Troutman, of Paris, was arrest- 
ed on Saturday evening last, by the United 
States Deputy Marshal, but after examina- 
tion on Tuesday evening, was released upon 
taking the oath of allegiance. We rather 
incline to the opinion, that the cause of the 
Union party in Eastern Kentucky would not 
have been injured much if he had been per- 
mitted to accompany his friends, Rogers and 
Higgins, to Cincinnati, or some other place 
where he would not be permitted to 
hold correspondence with ffm. E. Simms, 
who is now in the Confederate army. 



Foreign Nsm. 

The English press are exceedingly bellig- 
erent towards this country on account of the 
seizure of Messrs. Mason and Slidell. The 
best informed admit that the arrest itself 
was legal, but object to the manner in which 
it was done, as irregularand insulting. They 
state that the British government has sent 
to Lord Lyons, instructing him to demand 
immediate apologies and the release of the 
prisoners, and in case of failure to obtain 
either or both, to demand his passports, 
which would be equivalent to a declaration 
of war. The government at Washington is 
already committed in favor of the arrest, 
and can grant neither demand without hu- 
miliation, which it does not seem disposed 
to submit to. We do not regard the news as 
determining anything. It may be correct, 
or it may be merely sensational, and the fu- 
ture can only determine which. If England 
is not anxious to fight, she will not do 60 on 
the ground of the arrest. If she is, and de- 
sires to make the arrest the pretext for hos- 
tilities, no apology that the government of 
the United States can make will avert the 
war, but would rather encourage her to oth- 
er and more insolent demands. Where 
there is a will there is a way, and if Great 
Britain desires another war with this coun- 
try, she could not obtain it at a better time for 
herself. 

Supplies at Washington’. — The impression 
that Washington is suffering serious incon- 
venience from the partial blockade of the 
Potomac, which the enemy has established, 
does not seem to be well founded. We learn 
from good authority that, through the ener- 
gy of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, 
Government is now supplied at the Capital 
with provisions and army stores sufficient to 
last them for the coming two months. This 
is a larger amount -than they have had on 
hand at any time since the war began, 
and is sufficient to dispel any anxiety as to 
a failure of supplies, even though Gen. 
Burnside should not succeed in dislodging 
the rebels from their batteries along the low- 
er Potomac. 



Santa Claus. — We have several times 
been asked, during the last week or ten 
days, by our young friends, if that ancient 
individual, Santa Claus, would visit Frank- 
fort during the coming Christmas, with his 
usual supply of toys, books, &c. We are 
not able to give the desired information, as 
we hi ve not been officially informed in re- 
gard to the matter. Should lie conclude to 
pay our city a visit, and we can learn where 
he will hold his levees, we will take great 
pleasure in spreading the news broadcast 
throughout the land. Let us hear from you,

Rcfe, has again taken charge of the bar at 
the Capital Hotel, after an absence of two 
or three months. We are not in the habit 
of drinking, nor would we advise others to 
do so, but if you will imbibe call on John, 
for he is endowed with a happy faculty of 
compounding drinks that but few can equr ■] 
and none excel. He informs us that the 
bar is now, and will always be, supplied 
with choicest liquors. 

Jsa?*Hon. Edward Everett says the ques- 
tion of, Mason and Slidell is easily managed 
under the law of nations. They were legal- 
ly taken, and can be held. Stanton, Buch- 
anan s Attorney General, says there is no 
clearer right by the law of nations. The 
National Intelligencer of a recent date con- 
tains a carefully written article, garnished 
with quotations from Wheaton and others, 
establishing that dispatches and ambassa- 
dors are contraband of war. A vessel trans- 
porting them is liable to confiscation. 

®@?“Victor M. Kenney, Jr., son of Col. 
Victor M. Kenney, of Bourbon county, who 
was in the Confederate army, at West Liber- 
ty, was killed on Wednesday of last week 
bv a picket. He was bearing dispatches be- 
tween Prestonsburg and West Liberty, and 
having passed one line of pickets, and not 
knowing of another line, when he came in 
sight of the second, supposed the picket to 
be an enemy, and attempted to run, when he 
was shot through the head. 

£tD“We learn from the Paris Citizen of 
the 20th, that Hjbler, who was shot by a 
soldier in that place, on Saturday last, is 
still alive, but no hopes are entertained of 
his recovery. The negro woman who was 
shot at the same time is considered out of 
danger. 

£3?*Lient Joel Hickman, of Paris, was 
kijled at the Fair Grounds, near Lexington, 
on Wednesday night last, in attempting to 
pass the sentry into camp. 



A Souvenir. — The New York Times says 
that a few days since a gentleman stopped 
at an auction establishment in that city and 
found among the goods offered for sale a 
small rifle (breech-loading) which formerly 
belonged to the Prince of Wales. It had 
been offered for sale there some time ago, 
and the gentleman bought it for about one- 
fourth of its value. The case bore the name 
of ‘Renfrew," and on the stock was the 
Renfrew crest, a cross within the antlers of 
a stag’s head, together with the motto, Par 
crucem ad eoronam. The weapon is a very 
handsome one, and a considerable advance 
has been offered for the purchase. How the 
rifle came from the hands of the “heir ap- 
parent” to an auction room is a mystery. 

The English Naval Force Available. — 
The three classes of English reserve vessels 
com prise eight line-of-battle ships, six frigates' 
five corvettes, and twelve sloops, mounting 
a grand total of 1,861 guns. The steam 
gunboats attached are not included, which 
are 21 in number, with 42 guns. This, how- 
ever, does not include the gunboats and mor- 
tar vessels laid up. The list is confined eir 
tirely to effective vessels at present, or could 
be rendered so with little delay. The ships 
in commission for service at Portsmouth 
mount 342 guns. The total number of guns 
in the ships enumerated before is 225, while 
Admiral Milnes’ fleet, on the North Ameri- 
can station, amounts to 872 guns. 

Two More Ministers. — A letter from Ha- 
vana, received in New York, mentions a ru- 
mor that the steamer Yanderbiit, which ar- 
rived there from New Orleans, had on 
board Messrs. Hunter of Va., and Soule ol 
La., as Confederate Ministers to Europe, and 
adds that they would embark the next 
day (5th inst.) on the British mail steamer 
Clyde, for England. The story need confirm- 
ation. 



Beaufort.-— The New York Tribune has 
several late letters from Beaufort, South 
Carolina, to which it thus calls editorin' at- 
tention : 

The most important information contain- 
ed in the letter is concerning the probable 
occupation of Beaufort. An expedition set 
out foy that place on Friday, December 6, 
the latest date, and undoubtedly soon suc- 
ceeded in accomplishing its work. On J 
Wednesday night, the rebels made a simul-j 
taneous movement in that vicinity to destroy 
the crops of cotton and corn. It seems as if 
they had early intelligence of the expedition 
to Beaufort, and as if they were determined 
to injure us as much as possible. It is j 
thought that a million dollars worth of prop- j 
erty was thus lost in a single night. Some j 
fears were felt, also, lest Beaufort should be | 
burned before our troops could reach it. It | 
is known that the rebels have been waiting I 
about to remove as many of their valuables 
as they could get away, and that they have ( 
crept in whenever an opportunity offered, 
and carried off their stuff; there was little 
doubt that they intended to burn the town 
afterward. 

How Gen. Schoepff Turned Bankf.r. — 
The following excellent operation in bank- 
ing is told of our Gen. Schoepff, in Ken- 
tucky : 

When the General arrived in the neigh- 
borhood of London, after the Wildcat fight, 
he found that Zollicoffer had been levying 
on the Union men for provisions, forage, 
transportation, <tc., and had paid them in 
Confederate bonds. Imitating an example 
which the secessionists thought so unexcep- 
tionable, General Schoepff commenced levy- 
ing on the secessionists for similar supplies. 
In the meantime he assembled the Union 
men, and, opening an exchange office for 
their benefit, sei at defiance all banking 
rules by taking the Confederate bonds at 
par, and supplying the Union men with good 
Ohio and Indiana money in its stead. Then, 
when the secessionists presented their bills, 
he paid them all off, with the utmost polite 
ness, in their own currency! They didn't 
know enough to be thankful for the arrange- 
ment, but that wasn’t his fault. 



Important Military Decision. — The Su- 
preme Court has decided that there is no 
authority in courts to discharge, on habeas 
corpvs, minors over eighteen and under 
twenty-one, who have enlisted in the army 
without the consent or authority of their 
parents; and that without the consent of 
parents or guardians minors under eighteen 
cannot be held. 



Another “ Precedent.” — Precedents for 
the arrest of Slidell and Mason multiply. 
The latest and probably the most pat, is that 
of the British steamer Teviot, which carried 
out as a passenger the Ex-President of Mex- 
ico, during the war between the United 
States and that country. Our country de- 
manded an apology of England, which was 
promptly given. 

ftsplt seems that the black flag is not a 
fiction. Captain Gilmore, of the Ben Deford, 
Port Royal, informs the correspondent of 
the New York Tribune that a rebel tug, 
which had it flying, was chased by him into 
the Charleston harbor. He examined the 
flag with a glass, and was satisfied of its 
character.

Population of the Globe — A professor of 
the Berlin University has been making curi- 
ous researches respecting the population of 
the globe. The following is the result : 

Population of Europe, 372,000,000; of 
Asia, 720,000,000; ot America, 200.000,000 ; 
of Africa, 89,000.000; of Australia, 2,0i>0,- 
000 — total "population of the globe, 1,283,- 
000,000. The average number of deaths per 
annum, in certain places where records are 
kept, is about one to every forty inhabitants. 
At the present time the number of deaths in 
a year would be about 32,000,000, which is 
more than the entire present population of 
the United States. At this rate the average 
number of deaths per day is about 87,861 ; 
the average per hour, 3,653 ; the average per 
minute, 61. Thus, at least every second a 
human life is ended. As the births consider- 
ably exceed the deaths, there are probably 
seventy or eighty human beings born per 
minute.

Movements of General Scott in Europe. 

The late Lieutenant-General of the United 
States Army, the bravo General Scott, ar- 
rived in our city yesterday by the 6teamer 
Arago, and proceeded to the Hotel de 
l Europe, Previous to his leaving New 
York the fortunate conqucrer of Mexico was 
the object of the most flattering distinction. 
The Chamber of New York passed resolu- 
tions, in which they joined with the entire 
nation in esteem lor the great Virginian citi- 
zen. We observed, with pleasure, that the 
American captains now in our harbor im- 
provised on board the Arago a kind of 
triumphal arch, decked with flags, in honor 
of General Scott. 

To-day, at half-past nine o'clock in the 
morning, the same captains assembled in 
the court of the Hotel de l'Etirope, and, pre- 
ceded by Captain Lines, commander of the 
transatlantic steamer Arago, went, arm in 
arm, into the apartments of the brave vet- 
eran of the Federal army. Each successive- 
ly pressed hie hand with emotion. A little 
while after the General addressed them as 
follows: 

“My kind friends and dear fellow-country- 
men, 1 thank you profoundly for this dem- 
onstration. My heart is deeply touched. I 
am always happy to find myself among my 
fellow citizens of the United States, but the 
circumstances under which this visit takes 
place makes me doubly happy. I am proud 
to receive your wishes in a foreigu land, 
thousands of miles from our common coun- 
try. 

‘ I love, among all, your profession; and 
I take this opportunity, which you have of- 
fered me, to assure you of niv entire devo- 
tion to the cause of m v dear country. I am 
convinced that these are your feelings. Ortce 
more, my friends, let me thank you very sin- 
cerely for this spontaneous proof of your 
friendship for an old soldier of our glorious 
America. 

“May God bless you all. Farewell, my 
friends. " 

The General, who has come to Havre with 
his daughters, his son-in-law, and little grand- 
son, left by the eleven o'clock train for Paris, 
where he will be met by his wife, who stays 
at the Hotel de Rivoli. 

In consequence of the arrival of Oen. 
Scott, and the news of the late successes ol 
the Federal fleet, the American vessels in 
port hoisted their national colors.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

W hf.rkau, The following resolutions, rise 
have this day beon passed by both Hoaees of 
the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, the Governor’s objections thereto to 
the contrary notwithstanding, and are therefore 
the law of the land, I do hereby issue this my 
proclamation, enjoining all officers and citi- 
zens of this State to render obedience to all 
the requirements of said resolutions, and in obe- 
dience thereto, I have ordered Oen. Thomas L. 
Crittendon to execute the purposes oontempiated 
by said resolutions; and I hereby roquireall citi- 
zens of Kentucky subject to military duty to obey 
the call which the said Gen. Crittendon may 
make upo^i them in aocordance with the provis- 
ions of said resolutions. 

Whereas, Kentucky has been invaded by tho 
forces of the so-called Confederate States, and the 
commanders of the forces so invading the State 
havo insolently prescribed the conditions upon 
which they will withdraw, thus insulting the dig- 
nity of the State by demanding terms to which 
Kentuoky cannot listen without dishonor; there- 
fore, 

1. Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky , That the invaders 
must be expelled; inasmuch as thero are now In 
Kentucky Federal troops assembled for the pur- 
pose of preserving the tranquility of the State, 
and of defending and protecting” the people of 
Kentucky in tho peaceful enjoyment of their live* 
and property, it is — 

2. Further resolved, That General Robert An- 
derson, a native Kentuckian, who has been ap- 
pointed to tbe oommand of the Department of 
Cumberland, be requested to take instant com- 
mand, with authority and power from this Com- 
monwealth to call out a volunteer force In Ken- 
tucky for tho purpose of repelling the invader* 
from our soil. 

3. Resolved, That in using the means whioh 
duty and honor require shall be used to expel the 
invaders from the soil of Kentuoky, no citizen 
shall be molested on account of h!a political opin- 
ions; that no oitizens' property shall be taken or 
confiscated because of anch opinions, nor shall any 
slave be set free by any military commander, and 
that all peaceable citizens and their families are 
entitled to, and shall reoeive the fullest protection 
of the Government in the enjoyment of their 
lives, their liberties and their property. 

4. Resolved, That His Excellency, tho Governor 



of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, be requested 
to give all the aid in his power to aooomplish the 
end desired by these resolutions, and that he call 



der his command, as may he necessary therefor, 
and that he place the same under the command of 
Gen. Thomas L. Crittedden. 

6. Resolved, That the patriotum'of every Ken- 
tuckian is invoked, and is confidently relied up- 
on to give active aid in the defense of the Com- 
monwealth.

Proclamation by tbe Governor. 

W HEREAS, certain arms belonging to the 
State of Kentucky, intended for distribu- 
tion to the Home Guards, in counties of tbo First 
and Second Districts, under an allotment made by 
the Military Board, wore lately siczed by lawless 
persons, and taken away from their plaoe of de- 
posit in Mayfield; and it being reported to me 
that a portion of said arms have been distributed 
among individuals in Fulton county, contrary to 
law an4 the authority of the Military Board; and 
said Military Board having passed the following 
order: 

Military Board, Frankfort August 1, 1861. 
On motion of Gon. Dudley — 

Resolved, That his Excellency, the Governor, 
be requested to take suoh steps as he may think 
best calculated for the recovery of the publio arms 
forcibly taken from Mayfield, and oarried to Ful- 
ton county. 

A copy attest: P. SWIGERT, Ssc*y. 

Now, therefore, I, BERIAH MAGOFFIN, Gov- 
ernor of the Commonwealth of Kentuoky, do 
now issue this my proclamation, commanding ev- 
ery citizen or other person within the jurisdiction 
of this State, having in his possession any arms 
or munitions thus unlawfully seized as above 
staged, forthwith to deliver up the same to the 
Judge of the Country Court of the county in whioh 
he resides, to bo returned by said Judge to the 
State Arsenal at Frankfort; and I make this ap- 
peal to the loyalty of suoh oitizens in good faitn, 
nelieving that they will promptly manifest such a 
signal proof of their fidelity to the laws and au- 
thorities of the State; at tho same time warning 
all concerned that if this order be not promptly 
obeyed, my duty will require the most vigorous 
enforcement of the laws against all disobedient 
offenders. 

IN TESTIMONY WHEREOF, I 
have hereunto set my name, end caused 
the seal of the Commonwealth to be af- 
fixed.
